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6. Proposed claim 67 raiseuiew issues under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph in the recitation 
of "linked". The specification, page 14, last paragraph discloses that "linked" encompasses 
noncovalent linkage. The specification is not enabling for the proposed claimed invention which 
encompasses an exogenous protein surface loop noncovalently linked to a protein wherein the 
loop replaces an endogenous protein surface loop and has the functional properties recited in the 
proposed claim, because there is no disclosure in the specification as to how such a molecule 
would be made. The specification discloses the production of covalently linked protein conjugates 
but provides no disclosure as to how to make a noncovalently linked version of the proposed 
claimed invention. 

7. The information disclosure statement filed 1/10/2002 fails to comply with the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because of the following reasons. The information 
disclosure statement filed 1/10/2002 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.97(d) because it lacks the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .
